Newark City 
Council To Eye 
Income Tax 


NEWARK, Ohio (AP) - City 
Council will meet Monday night 
to consider imposing a municipal 
income tax to pay for a new 
waterworks dam . The old dam , 
weakened by January floods, col­ 
lapsed Wednesday and the city’s 
water supply escaped. 
Mayor Fred Long said Friday 
night, however, that ho has a plan 
to finance a new dam—estim ated 
to cost at least $250,008—without 
resorting to an income tax. Ho 
did not disclose his proposal. 
At tho sam e time, Council mot 
in em ergency session and appro­ 
priated $72,000 to build a tem p­ 
orary dam . Council also authoris­ 
ed the city safety service director 
to enter into contracts for con­ 
struction both tem porary and per 
m anent dam s. 
Newark hat been short on w ater 
since 
its 
waterworks dam 
col­ 
lapsed. For a while, some w ater 
was supplied by the nearby vil­ 
lage of Heath and two Newark 
firm s which had private supplies. 
But 
this 
operation was discon- 
t i n u e d 
after 
seven 
auxiliary 
pumps were brought in. 
The pumps are taking w ater 
from the Licking River—the origin 
source of supply—and feeding it 
into the city mains. 
However, two pumps are re­ 
ported not working Aa a result, 
water 
pressure 
and 
volume 
is 
down considerably. 
Meanwhile, crews are still work­ 
ing on a tem porary coffer dam to 
trap a supply of river w ater at 
the waterworks site, lf the w ater 
level inside the coffer dam can 
be raised sufficiently, it will reach 
the intake 
pipes leading to the 
city mains and the regular pump­ 
ing system can take over again.

phony identifications 
In return, the casher will re­ 
ceive $10 of the proceeds and w hat­ 
ever merchandise he buys. 
The rasher 
seeks a place to 
cash the cheek. Favorite spots are 
supermarkets, department stores, 
cafes, 
small 
business 
and — 
strangely enough—hanks 
Failure of the personnel of these 
business places to question check 
passers more closely makes it a 
comparatively simple 
matter to 
work 
the swindle, according to 
Sgt Jackson. 
For instance,

.simply fills out a deposit in the 
name of the payee on the check 
The ' deposit'' is for a fraction of 
the amount of the check.

over the cash balance Later it is 
discovered the account to which 


want to pay on my hill 
A check in a much larger sum 
than the "payment” is presented. 
The casher gets the balance in 
cash, along with a receipt to show' 
he paid on a bill that is non-ex­ 
istent.

city and the nation as well 
To halt it, Jackson offered this 
advice: 
Business offices must exercise

personnel should hr careful not to 
leave blank checks unattended, in 
open safes or filing: cabinets. 
Make daily inspections of blank 
checks and notify police immedi 
ately when shortages are found 
Persons cashing check* should 
demand better identification of the 
persons presenting them. 
"Just a few questions are nor­ 
mally sufficient to tell a bonafide 
check casher from a fake,” Ja ck ­ 
son said 
"Ask where the company is lo 
rated and ask just what type of 
work the check holder does for the 
company, lf there is any doubt, 
make a rail to the company. 
"If the would be casher remains 
on the premises during this period, 
you can feel fairly sure he is legit)- 
mate. If he is faking, the chances 
are he will dash for the door long 
before the questioning is finished.

away, but at 
least no money is lost And that is 
our primary interest.”
